LTHOUGH nothing much can be done 

about it now, a thoughtful plea for a 
capital city grant to Victoria on an annua! 
basis was made in the legislature recently 
by Capt. D, J. Proudfoot, one of the mem- 
bers of the House who noticeably does not 
hibernate between sessions. The Victoria 
member instanced the value of provincial 
holdings in tax-free lands and bulldings 
within city limits, property on which ~the 
province expects not ordinary but spec ial 
civic service on a year to year basis without 
any compensating form of settlement in 
return. The gross value of this property ts 
close ot $6,000,000, which if iInprivate hands 
would yield the corporation $225,000 on a 
55 mill rate annually 

The list of government properties cited 
to the legislature is impressive. It includes 
properties on Douglas, Government, Super 
ior, Elliott, Belleville, Michigan, Bastion 
Parry, Burdette, Blanshard and Fort streets 
with scattered parcels elsewhere, including 
the Industrial Reserve and Rockland Avenue 
Fire, sanitation, road, boulevard, 
water, police and other civic services have 
to be maintained on these holdings, often 


sewer,

with special features as is the case with 
water at the Legislative Buildings and in- 
dividual fire alarm registers. 

Even on a tax-loss basis this is quite a 
gap for the city taxpayers to make up with- 
out direct help from the province. The 
main argument, however, remains the fact 
that this is the capital of British Columbia, 
and so far the province has been asking 
more or less for a free ride in that connec- 
tion from capital city ratepayers 

If Capt. Proudfoot's suggestion were 
followed and the government met this claim 
with an annual grant equal to even half 
the value of the civic services now supplied 
that would amount to $112,500 a 
year, on the basis of 1951 rates. A dollar 
for dollar return would amount to twice that,

REE enterprise, the

milk must be adulterated (which incidentally 
is a federal offense; but let that pass, too) 
as much as is needed to reduce the butter- 
fat content to 3.5%, which is far below the 
quality of milk given by most cows in this 
province. The amazing thing about this 
inverted regulation is that 3.5 is not fixed 
as a minimum standard to protect the public 
against adulteration, but as a maximum to 
make sure that milk is adulterated!

Under the system of milk control in 
this province there can be neither. From 
now on when we hear Mr, Bowman or any 
of his colleagues talk of free enterprise we 
shall listen for the qualifying undertone 
“when it suits,”
